- Appearing in such a well read and inflnencial maga- 
zine as ‘‘Life’’ recently, was an editorial on the subject 
of U.S.-Canadian customs and the advocation of doing 
away with same, Such an idea at this time might appear 


to be @ little far fetched or mis-timed, but the magazine 


went on to say that someday the idea of a common econ- 
omic border will prevail between these two great coun- 
tries, Life also advocated the setting of Canadian money 
on par with Ame: money, something which has been 
tried many times before and always lives a short life. 


‘Whether the proposal is a sound one for Canada is 
something that should be investigated. Canadians would 
benefit in some respects, Americans would benefit in 
others, but whether the long term gain in Canada would 
be of sufficient enough calibre is questionable: 


Largely the manufacturing in Canada, especially our 
heavy industries in Hastern Canada, were set up in this 
country to overcome difficulties experienced in. crossing 
the 49th parallel.with goods. If such a move were made 
to delete the border from our business dealings would the 
industry of Canada move back again across the line or 
would it stay where it is and remain producing to the 

-benefit of Canadian people? ; 


“Life” went on to state that Britain-at this time would 
“wélcome such a move. Having difficulties of her own in 
‘Burope she would look with favor at the United States 
spreading her protective wing over such a country as 
Canada. Of course Canada does not need the sanction of 
‘Britain to make or reject such a move, if and when it were 
onsidered, but naturally would seek out Britain’s advise 
‘before such a move would ever be considered, There have, 
for times past, been advocates of doing away with the 

‘border in both countries. Actually Life did not mean 
_such an action, merely dispensing with the customs be- 
tween the countries. It would mean that a Canadian could 
visit the States, buy and bring back any article he might 

’ choose, or an American would visit Canada and do like- 


Canadian products would enter the duty. 

‘and American products would ebme into likef 
Something on the above lines might be out'in 
time to come, but Canada has refused such proposals be- 
fore and in all likelihood would do so again. The strange 
part of the whole thing is that such a well read and in- 
fluencial magazine as Life should reopen the subject. It 
may well be that interests are keener in the States than 


we are aware of. Or it may be that somebod-y has 
‘fan axe to grind’’. 


BUTTER AND ITS*HIGH PRICE 


‘Last weeks anhouhcement coming from such a digni- 


_tary as the president of a firm as large as Canada 
Packers regarding the high profits that his firm has 
‘made on storage of butter during the past-11 months was 
to say the least a bit shocking. It was pointed out by the 
man that'his firm had made a profit of over 11 cents per 
pound during that time, compared to the previous profit 
of less than a quarter cent per pound during the years 
1939 to 1947; 


This hag all been bought about by the recent investi- 
gations at Ottawa regarding the high cost of living that 
everyone is experiencing these days, To have government 
authorities investigating and snooping into ones business 
is by no means a pleasant chore, but it would appear that 
Ottawa should have taken such steps nearly a year ago. 


Above is a clear result what is likely to happen at any 
time when food commodities are speculated in. Whether 
it be wheat, eggs or anything else the result is the same. 


This column does not altogether agree with Mr. J..8. 
McLean, Canada Packers president, that they could not 
have taken less profit (for even Mr. McLean stated that 
it was large) and in so doing would not have influenced 
the market price. The statement made by this gentleman, 
that if his company had sold at a lower price, the retail- 
ers would have taken the extra profit is one which could 
stand a closer look. In the first instance, the selling of 
any article at the retail level is more open to competition, 
If Canada Packers had taken a smaller profit per pound 
of butter and had passed this along to the retailers, the 
consumer would have surely received some of the benefit, 


The higher price of everything today might be open to 
suspicion in the light of the above. If Canada Packers 
made such an unprecedent profit on its storage butter 
operations, it is probable that they are not alone, for they 
only handle approximately * of the butter supplies in the 
Dominion. Other companiés must be at fault to at least 
some extent. 


But when any article sold will turn in an 11 month profit 
nearly equal to that turned into company headquarters 
in 19 years, something is surely at fault. If butter was 
something that we could do without, na doubt.the consum 
er would have a say in the price that it was selling for. 
Incidently, the butter price has not altered since these 
startling facts were brought to light nearly a week ago.

PRACTISING THE MANIFESTO 


By Joseph Lister Rutledge 
Tt is easy to fonget that, for all 
the propaganda againat privilege 
that Moscow @0 effectively, nei- 
thér Karl Marx aii any of his follow- 
ere believéd that * should be 
diaconitinued, They believed only that 
the holders of the privileges should 
be changed. Tt was easy for Karl 
Marx to visualize a etter world 


~where the “have-nots” were to have 


full sway. It wasn’t so difficult for 
him to believe that people who could- 
n't run their own lives too success 
fully might be adept at running «a 
world. He himself had never worked 
for a living, in the common accept~ 
ance of the term. He was firat and 
foremost an agitator, embittered by 
poverty that he made little effort to 
escape, He was an intellectual who 
would not adapt himself to circum- 
stances and go came to believe that 
the only hope wag to change the cir- 
cumstances, Because evolutionary 


processes moved too slowly for him, 


he determimed on the quick road of 
revohition. 


The Machine Age was dawning as 
Karl Marx came to maturity. He was 
not fearful of the machine, as were 
so many, He sensed its possible bene- 
fit to mamkind, But on that belief he 
imposed his own prejudiced thesis, 
that present owners would use mach- 
ines to destroy the workers and there- 
fore they would have to be seized 
and controlled by a government in 
the hands of the workers. 


The nub of the belief to which Karl 
Marx gave his life was that Capital- 
ism meant to perpetuate itself by 
forever keeping the worker in a state 
of abject poverty he had come "to 
accept as inevitable. It followed that 
revolution was the only way to bridge 
the chasm between the worker and 
the master. It would have been well 
for the Marxian doctrine of commun- 
ism if this judgement had never been 
put to the test. Now we know that, 
all judgments to the contrary, the 
machines, under their old masters, 
have givem such theories the lie, The 
masters may not have done every- 
thing they might have done. They 
may’ not have distributed the bene- 
fits as widely or ag generously as 
they might, but they have. moved 
steadily toward that general end. 
They did increase production, and 
that, in turn, improved the worker’s 
lot immeasurably. These efforts. did 
go a long way towards breaking 
down class prejudices and barriers, 
‘They did leave the worker captain of 
his own soul, But Karl Marx’ revo- 
lution, with thirty years to prove its 
case, still hasn’t made machines pro- 
duce as abundantly. It hasn’t allowed 
to workers the benefits that capital- 
ism has permitted them. It hasn't 
broken down class barriers. It has 
only made them world-wide. And, 
most of all, it hasn’t left the worker 
his own right to be free. That is the 


answer to the Communist Manifesto.

If bleeding is very severe, tourniquet may be made by tieing handkerchief, 
cloth, belt, strap or neck-tie around the part over compress and using small stick
